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Europe— that of the Bon-Sauveur at 
Oaen, The local guide-book, in the 
short paragraph which describes it, 

calls it "a city within a city" — an ex- 
pression which, perhaps better than 

any other, convoys an idea of its size, 

the number of its inmates, and the 
multiplicity of occupations pursued 
within its walls. For the Bon-Sau- 

venr includes, not only an asylum for 

the insane, capable of aooommodating 
patients, bul also one for deaf- 
mutes —both boys and girls— with ap- 
es for ordinary and industrial 

training: a permanent home for in- 
digent deaf-mutes, and two distinct 

schools for girls. The buildings ne- 
cessary for such a variety of purposes, 
the innumerable courts, and gardens, 

and avenues, may well lie said to form 
" a. city wit hin a city;" one that is 

admirably laid oul and beautiful to 
look upon, Ion so large thai it is no 

easy matter for a Stranger to find his 
way about it. 

The history of the establishment 
may be given in a few words. The 
congregation to which it belongs 
originally called the Petit Couvent 

dales from the early part of the last 
century, its first house having been 
set up in 1720 at Vaueolles, a sulmrli 
il. Kilt even iu those days, the 
work of the order was of a twofold 

oharaoter, The Sisters gathered the 
children of the neighborhood into the 

| rent-Schools, and nursed the sick 

at their own homes ; and those oc- 
cupations I hey carried on with pre- 

severing zeal until the Revolution 

drove them from their houses and 

Confiscated their few possessions. 

Here the interest ill"; part of the story 
begins. 

Iu the Petit Couvent, the aumonier 
of the mother-house seems to have 
been the virtual director of the con- 
ion ; and it was tO the Abbe 
J amel, iiiiiiKiiiii r in 1708 a man of 

I ir nobility of oharaoter, com 
bined with a, very rare gifl for or- 
ganizat ion — that the community owed 
all its future prosperity. I have 

tried in vain to get hold of some 
sketch of his life which would point 
out the inlluenees which led him to 

project so e mous and complicated 

a work. Such a sketch lias been 

written, but it is mil of print, and the 

only COpy Unown to exist is I ho one 

•mg tO the Sisters, and kept in 

the archives of the Bon-Sauveur. 
Had I quite believed this when it 

was first told me, I should hav 
o,| on at Caen, and persuaded the 
Superior to let, me study it under her 
own eyes. I Ii 1 1 I felt so sure of find' 
not her copy in the town, that, 

unfortunately,] let the opportunity 

slip, and afterwards found it impos- 
sible tO induce her to trust the \ ol 
lime outside t he com out walls. 

All that one learns about t he Abbe 
is, thai when at length order was 
Sufficient ly resorted to establish 
the rcliglOUN houses which the lie 
volution had destroyed, and when the 
Sisters of Ihe Petit CoUVent were ut- 
terly hopeless as to the possibility of 

dicing (heir own congregation, 

with not so much as a roof to cover 
I hem, it was his inllueuec which so- 

cured the first gift of money, a sum 

,, buy the old < 'apiichin 

convent at Caen, The buildings of 

,nv ent formed the nucleus of 
the new est ablishnicnt — since that 

t mu know ii as the Bon-Sauveur ; but 

were far from satisfy in 

noble ambition of the Abbe, who had 

already begun to plan an en 
ineiil of the convent itself, as well as 
•in Of work. In a short 

time he bad succeeded in beggin 
Soienf money to buy twenty acres ,,f 
ground adjoining the original pro 

pertv, and as the years went on, most 
Of the old buildings were lorn dow n 

to make room for others better adapt- 
ed to the needs of the institution.

1 could nol Ii eertain wards 

and private rooms which arc of special 

The system of the establishment 1 



shall ende. ivor to make as clear as 
possible. The insane asylum includes 

two distinct foundations, one for 
indigent patients of the Department 
(('ah ados), who are maintained at the 
expense ox the Department ; the other 

for paying patients of all classes and 
nationalities. And here an objection 
inav lie made, that if the house 
receives payment for the board and 
lodging which it provides, it Ottght 
not to be called a charity. doubt- 
less, if the word is taken m its restrict- 
ed sense of alms-giving, the establish- 
ment should not be so called, inas- 
much as a large number of the in- 
mates do nominally pay for the food 
they eat and the beds they sleep upon. 
But what they do not pay foi 
what money cannot always buy, is 
that truest of all charity, t he devoted. 
Intelligent care of the 290 Sisters, 
who have given up their lives to this 
diffioull and wearisome work. 

The department for the insane — be- 
sides the two foundations I have 
mentioned— Is divided and subdivided 
so as to provide suitable accommo- 
dation for all sorts and conditions of 
both men and women. The system 

throughout is that of comparatively 

small wards, opening into quiet, airy 
corridors; and as all I he windows look 

upon gardens, the patients never are 

cut oft from the BOOthing influence 

which comes from the sight of grass 

and trees and (lowers. Even thi 
simplest of the wards is made attrac- 
tive by good tasle and exquisite 
cleanliness; but higher up in thi 

they b me dainty and even coquet 

in their appoint incut s. And as to the 
private rooms, with dressing-room 

adjoining, the comfort and prettiness 

Of everything in them is even more 

striking, The charge for these rooms, 

including', of course, all livin 
penses, varies from |160 to |400 per 
aiinum, according to their size, posi- 
tion, furniture, etc ; but patients are 

allowed to have their own furniture, 

if they prefer it, and many of the 

rooms which I saw contained old 
family belongings — pictures, books, 
pianos, and innumerable little tl 

which must be a real solace in many 
kinds of insanity. The occupants of 
such rooms arc almost invariably per- 
sons who* require their meals to be 

served privately, and who need a 

special attendant. In the women's 

department, this attendant is always 

a. sister, who watches over her charge 

day and night, sleeping in a cell which 

opens from the dressing-room, and 

protected in all dangerous eases by a 
certain kind of door, the upper part 

of which only is left open at night. 

In the corresponding department 
for men, the patients are necessarily 
confined ai night to their own special 

guards; but these guards are under 
(lie strict surveillance of the Sisters, 
no corridor being without its "Sis- 
ters' " room, where at night two arc al- 
ways to be found, ready to give their 
help in case of any illness or alarm. 

Such accommodations would 
to be all that could be required, even 

by the most fastidious taste. Hut 
there are others more In xurious si ill ; 

in fact, a number of the patients w ho 

wish for a large suite of rooms and 
more formal service occupy entirely 
separate houses, and even keep their 
own earn.- 

So much for ihe living-rooms of the 
lunatics.

In the meadow 1 counted six- 
teen cows those beautiful Normandy 
cows, which are regarded here almost 
as Aldcrncv s are with us. These six- 
teen, however, are far from supplying 
enough milk for all the inhabitants of 
this little city, and I should be afraid 
how nianx additional gallons 
are sent in daily from a neighboring 
farm. Looking across the broad sweep 
of gardens towardi the centre of the 
town, one has a better view thai 
any other point in Caen of the 
church of Si. Stephen, the Abbaye-aux- 
llomnics, where William the Con- 
queror lies buried. On the 
Bides this church is too much shut in 
by the surrounding hoiiscs for one 
to gain any idea of the grandeur of 
its exterior; but seen from this

1 had no time to ask manv 
lions in regard to the number of 

effected in the asylum. But from the 

gifts that have been made to it as 
thank-offerings, one max infer that 
are by no means uncommon. 

One such gift is the large ,

enough, are all situated either in 
Paris or the South. 

It is not generally known, I fancy. 
those specially interested 
in the subject, how largely the pre- 
sent social status of deaf-mutes is due 

to the action of France and to French

A DEAF-MUTE'S DEVICE. 
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The compulsory law recently en- 
acted by Principal .1. C. Watson, of 
the Manitoba Deaf and Dumb Insti- 
tution, has been passed by the Pro- 
vincial Legislature. This act compels 
every deaf child in the province be- 
tween the age of eight and lift ecu 
years inclusively, to attend the said 
Institution at least four months in 
every year, and any parent or guar- 
dian who neglects to provide for 
deaf child under his care to attend 
the Institution, shall be liable to a 
tine of twenty-five dollars and costs, 
and in default of payment, imprison- 
ment of not exceeding thirty days. 
The above act is to go into effect im- 
mediately on being assented to.
